vvriuli  I  r  urtl  v  l  to  plant  all  kinds  of  spring  flowering  bulbs.  The  bulbs  should  be  planted  as  soon 
after  September  as  possible,  so  that  the  roots  will  make  good  growth  before  the  cold  weather  sets  in. 
They  may  be  set  out  from  then  until  the  ground  becomes  frozen.  They  require  a  moderately  rich  soil. 
When  the  ground  freezes  hard,  the  bed  should  be  covered  with  three  or  four  inches  of  leaves  or  dry  litter. 
Too  early  and  heavy  covering  starts  the  tops  prematurely.  In  the  spring  the  covering  should  be  carefully 
removed.

A  general  and  fatal  error  is  to  start  the  seed  too 
deep;  small  seeds  should  be  barely  covered  with  fine  earth;  large  seeds  by  about  half  an  inch.  After  sowing,  the  ground  should 
be  watered  with  a  very  fine  sprinkler  regularly.  Many  seeds  are  killed  by  drought.
